We know no one who has, and
can eonceive of no such one in sound
mind. The problem in taxation is to
secure equalily. The Granger committee
proposed a measure to this end which we
conceived to be without virtue and we
rejected it. We did not find in it even
“ a first step towards equality.” Judge
Black thinks it has this degree of merit,
although it does not meet his ideas at
all. I the judge will take this bill, and,
striking out 1l afler its enacting clause,
proceed to formulate nuder it his idea of
the legislation that will secure equality
of taxation, Lthere may be a comely crea
ture come forth thut we can fall down
and worship ; for the judge bears an en-
chanter’s wand in clothing good ideas iu
good words. It is true that this subject
of taxation is a hard-featured one which
would frighten away any reputable fairy
and stazger the most cunning magician.
Judge Black seems (o fully appreciate its
difficulty, but we would like to see his
ideas clothed in the precise lunguage of
an epactment. We would understand
him better ; at present we fear we will
bave to say to him that we (ind as
little precision in his statemnent of his
position as be seems Lo find in ours.
We would like to have him tell us liow
the farmers pay nine-tenthsof the taxes:
and whether he claims this is true of
Pennsylvania farmers or of the class in
general.  Certainly they do not pay it on
their real estate.  If the faci is so, how
ever, does it nol make against the posi-
tion taken by lie judge and ourseives,
and everybody else, so far as we kuow,
that taxation shonld be equal ? for the
farmer class is supposed 10 be the
healthiest and wealthiest. Can it bedue
to Lheir excessive taxation ? or, if not,
is mot their heavy taxation batl a fair
make weight to theirextra bounties trom
nature ?

from the mines, oil [rom the wills,
fabrics of every kKind ervated by the
manufacturers, the tonnage of ratiroads,
the stock of goods that passes through
the warehouse of the werchant, and the
money lent by bankers, Cevtaindy it iseasy
to tax all these thiugs and many more;
and, moreaver, it is practicable (o enllect
the tax, which is a vital elewent in taxa,
tion, If the judge proposes in his bill to
select such a list of personal property for
taxation he will propose a practicable
measure. But il will not seeure equaity
in taxation ; and we understand him to
hold this to be a fatal defect in any
system of taxation, He does not get
hold of the secreted wealth that now
evades the tax gatherer. Our idea of
equal taxation is the levy of a like sum
upen every dollar of the possessions of
each cilizen 5 although it is open to
question whebher that is a proper delini-
tion. Concedinz that it would be an
equal tax in rueasure, it may ba doubted
whether it issoin its weight, becanse
the man with a thousaud dollars would
be taxed at the same rateas the man with
a hundred thousand, who is able to bear
a bigger burthen than Lis proportion.
Judge Black does not tell us what he
means by equal taxation, but we pre-
sume the definition we have given is
his.

A Uhitd of the Vieilm Witnesses the Crimes
—=1whenmz Detnlls—=Lost in the Snow
—Crime and Calamity,
{lenry Drees, a teamster, living in three
rooms of n trnement house in the rear of
No. 2,800 Mullanphy street, St. Louis,
who had become jealons of his wife, on
Wednesday killed %oy and  himself
with a razor.
